ten texture, with an oily appearance, 
the tea will not be fit to drink. 
The 


purer the tea, the more the distinctively 
brown color of the leaf strikes the at- 
tention. The mixing that is frequently 
adopted to reduce prices results in two 
kinds of leaves being supplied together. 
It is important to see lhat the leaves 
have the serrated or sawlike edges, 
without which no tea is genuine. 


SANITARY PROPEKTIKS OF TREES.— 


Mr. Kingx.ett finds that the sanitary 
properties of the eucalyptus are not ow- 
ing to-its drainage powers, but ta the 
(ffi which is evaporated from its leaves. 
The oil is practically identical with.the 
oil of turpentine derived from pine trees, 
and with most of the so-called essential 
oils or perfumes. 
All these oils, when 


subjected to the action of atmospheric 
oxygen, produce peroxide of hydrogen 
and a number of camphoraceous sub- 
stances having marked antiseptic char- 
acteristics. "What is true of theouca- 
13'ptus- is true also - of the pine, and on 
an immensely larger scale, for pine for- 
ests arc distributed freely over--both 
hemispheres, and the oil of turpentine, 
which is a natural product of the pine, 
undergoes the same chemical changes 
in the atmosphere as the oil of the ou 
calyptus.
